LONDON, Oct. 31.—A bulletin say;: 


General White, commanding the British 
forces at Lady-smith telegraphs the gov- 
ernment as follows, dated last night at 
10:30: ''I have to report a disaster to 
the column sent by me'to take a posi- 
tion on the hill to guard the left flank 


of the troops. 


In these operations today the royal 


Irish fusilcers, the number ten mountain 
battery and the Gloucestershire regiment 
wore, surrounded in the hills and after 
losing heavily, had to capitulate. The 
casualties have not yet been ascertained."

they.upheld them. This was especially 
the case in 10S2 during the civil • war 
when it was thought very undesirable to 
uproot things at that critical 
period. 


Some lawyers think the court would be 
unlikely to upset things now in the face 
of previous decisions. 


Senator Wliitchend' of Janesvillc, who 


introduced the express and sleeping car 
taxation bills in the legislature, was in 
the city today, says a Milwaukee paper 
of Monday.

departure from a decision once made uport 
the construction of a constitutional pro- 
vision where such a, departure, must up- 
root so extensively, both the private and 
public business transactions of the state; 
and thus, on the principle of stare de- 
cisis alone, this form 'of taxation was 
held to be in harmony with the constitu- 
tion of our state. • 


It thus became settled in this staic that; 


tho legislature lias power to prescribe not 
only tho property to be taxed, hat the 
rule by which is must be taxed, the only 
limitation of that power is that the rule 
shall be uniform. 


In the ease of'Kneeland vs. city of Mil- 


waukee, decided, in the January term, 
1SG2, it was'Beltl: "The majority of the 
court would, not hesitate to hold, if the 
question were a niw one, that the act 
referred to is in violation of the article 
of the constitution above cited, but in 
view of the fact that all the taxation in 
the state and all the private transactions 
growing out of it, have, since 1S55, been 
conducted upon the theory that said act 
is valid, and in view of the disastrous 
consequences which would now flow from 
overturning the decision of 1853, they 
eel hound to return to and abide by that 
decision."

Flynrci for Eight Month* Show $13,000,- 


000 Incrcaic Over Laftt Year. 


A Washington dispatch says: .Pres- 
et indications warrant the belief that 
.be exports of the calendar year IS'JO 
rill be the largest in the nation's history. 
J'lie total for the eight months ending ' 


ith August showed an excess of Sl-,000,- 


)00 over the 
corresponding months of 


SOS, which was the largest calendar year 
n tiie exporting history of the country 
,n<l the September statement of bread- 
stuffs, provisions; cottons 
and mineral 


oils, just issued by the treasury bureau 
of statistics, shows for those four classes 
ilone an excess of $12,000,000 over Sep- 
.ember of last year. 
When to this is 


ulded the fact that the exports of nianu- 
acturcs arc now much larger than at this 
time last year aud that even in the re- 
exportation of foreign goods tlic figures 
of this year exceed those of last it seems 
probable that the calendar year 1S!)0 will 
show a larger total of exports than that 
of any preceding year. 


The. increase in exportations shown by 


the figures of the eight?completed months 
s chiefly in manufactures. While the ex- 
portation 
of agricultural 
products 
is 


lieavy, it is naturally and almost neces- 
sarily below that of the corresponding 
months of ISPS, when the shortage in 
crops abroad gave unusually high prices 
as well as an unusual demand. The aver- 
age price of wheat exported ill the eight 
montns enuiug with August, 1S09, has 
been 75 ccnw j)er bushel, against an aver- 
age of over SI per bushel in tlie corres- 
ponding months of 1SOS.. 
In the eight 


months ending witn August, JS9S, the 
exports of wheat amounted to Sl,373,:>23 
bushels, witn a valuation of $31,527,831, 
while in the eight months ending with 
August. iSDO, the exportation? of wheat 
were 71.510.S43, valued at $33.352.82:2; 
and in corn there hns been a slight reduc- 
tion in quantity exported, though no ma- 
terial change in price, while in cotton the 
average price has been sligntly in excess 
of that of last year.

It has been computed by Professor S. 


A. Forbes, director of the Illinois State 
Laboratory of Natural History, that the 
birds of this state pick up in the course 
of a year 7,200 injurious insects out of 
every acre of land of Illinois. The num- 
ber of the bugs thus killed and eaten by 
the .birds during the. year is 250,000,000,-' 
000,. a. number tliat it would take some 
time to count. Professor Forbes also es- 
timates that there are about 10.000 in- 
fects per acre in the whole, area. On thia- 
basis it will be seen1 that the birds get 
tiwny with each year more than- two- 
ihirds of the small creeping nnd flying 
things in the state. If the bird opera/ 
ti'ons'were to be suspended the rate of in- 
crease <ot the insect hosts would be accel- 
erated more than;70 per cent, and their 
number instead of remaining year by 
Tear about stationary would be increased 
mote than two-thirds 
every

months, and in twelve years, with '.the

As the' conditions which 
produce 


damaging frost nre subject 1:0 modl- 
flcntlons which are as- numerous as 
the kinds-of crops, raised.and ae va- 
ried as local topOjrraphy.'.:local climate 
and local soil conditions In the vari- 
ous sections of the.United States, the 
.writer, E. B. Garriott, in., farmers' bul- 
letin No. 104, in attempting to treat 
briefly a subject which .is so diversi- 
fied in-its. aspects, Is confronted with 
many difficulties. 
Suffice It to say 


that1 with' other atmospheric condi- 
tions favorable for Its occurrence frost 
may, as a rule, be expected when tem- 
perature, as reported by stations of 
he weather bureau,'falls to a point 8 
o 10 degrees' above the.freezing point. 
The. surfaces upon which.frost is de- 
posited, must possess freezing tempera- 
ire, .although the temperature of the 
air a few'feet above the surfaces may 
)e several degrees above freezing, and 


Is the temperature of the air, ia 


some' instances many feet above the 
ground, that is given by the weather 
jureau observations. 


Another atmospheric condition fa- 


vorable for the occurrence of frost is 


clear, cloudless and comparatively 


calm night. The presence of clouds 
retards radiation or loss of beat from 
ilantri. . The clouds act us a screen 
n preventing, the heat collected from 
the sun's rays during the day from os- 
caplng into tbc upper air. When 
clouds are not present and a withdraw- 
al of tbe sun's rays causes a rapid 
cooling of the air at moderate oleva.- 
.lons, tlie .warmer air which collects 
near the surface of .the earth during 
.he -day rises, and the cooler upper air, 
owing to .its greater density or weight 
settles to the earth. It will be noted 
ithat, clouds not only prevent 'the. es-' 
cape-..of the warm air in Immediate 
contact;-with 
H:i> 
earth, 
but 
also 


blanket, as It w :-L-. the tipper part oC 
the;lower air stratum. 


Calm.or comparatively still .air is a 


condition which favors the formation 
of; frost. 
On.'windy niglits the air Is 


disturbed and is not permitted to ar- 
range Itself In layers according to its 
density, with the densest and coldest 
air near the surface of tbe earth. It Is 
kept mixed up by tbc wind. 
• . 


Cold air settles by Its greater weight 


to the surface of tbe earth and allows 
the warmer air to assume higher lev- 
els, causing frost In low-grounds and 
granting to the higher grounds a com- 
parative Immunity from frost. Frost 
may be expected on low ground at 
times when, higher grounds escape the 
visitations. Therefore early, and ten- 
der crops should,, so far as practicable, 
be confined to crests, .hillsides and 
mountain sides, and later and' hardier 
crops to tbe lowlands and valleys. 


Local climate as it is influenced and 


regulated by the proximity of bodies 
of water must ba given great weight In 
'calculations regarding frost. Frost Is 
less likely to occur 'In localities swept 
by moisture laden air which has cross- 
ed a considerable body ot water. This 
is more especially the case In tho fall 
of. the year, when the temperature of 
'bodies oC water Is reduced very slowly, 
'and In'the'south, where the water 
temperature continues relatively high 
throughout .the year, ..the influence of 
the'water Is especially marked. 


During the colder months air is not 


only warmed In crossing considerable 
b"q'd"le's''of'water, but It als 
moisture',' which, although invisible ii 
'the form'of water vapor, has the effcc- 
of'retariling tbe radiation of heat from 
the:'eWth, In fact, so pronounced Is 
the'influence of water and water vapor 
that localities which with reference to 
exposure to west and northwest winds 
nre, as It were, in the lee o£ largo bod 
les of water aro comparatively free 
from frost visitations. 


Along parts of tbe east Florida coas' 


wtlch are protected on the west by 
tbe Indian river frost Is said to be un 
known, and throughout the central an 
northern sections Of the United States 
localities which are. protected on th 
west and northwest by bodies of water 
of considerable size are not only fa 
vorod, by reason of tbelr position, with 
conditions which ,do not promote the 
formation of frost, but also receive the 
benefits derived from heavier falls of 
Snow.

In sufficient quantity to be trouble- 
some. As soon as the seed ripens the

so Hiat these grasses can be used for 
hay or late grazing.

In former years it was 
the practice to husk tbe corn In.the 
field and then turn the stock on to eat

It'destroyed much valuable 
feeding stuff, as in tbe fall and early 
winter the ground would be soft, and 
the tramping of tbe stock did more 
damage to the land than the stalks 
which remained to be plowed under in 
the spring did good.

much than to know so many things 
that ain't so." I have grown sorghum 
for seven years and cut.each year tbe 
second growth and fed to my cattle, 
nncl last year that which we fed off In. 
July crew to maturity and was.cut and 
fed early enough so that the third 
growth was large enough to cut before 
the frost killed it There have been 
some mysterious coses of poisoning 
from feeding sorghum to cattle, but I 
believe that it Is as safe feed as clover, 
and with -hundreds of farmers now 
crowing and feeding it iu my part of 
tbe 'state I have never personally 
known of an animal being injured 
from eating.
